A MAN BETRAYED 


s de Galindez vanished in New York 
last March he vanished quietly. His friends 
did not really miss him for five long days. 
Galindez left his classroom at Columbia Uni- 
y at 9:30 p.m. on March 12—and sim- 
peared. On March 13 a friend called to 
ss plans for a Pan American Day parade. 
There was no answer. On March 14, when 
Galindez missed a scheduled class, his stu- 
dents thought nothing of it.

On March 16 Galindez’ friends, 
cross-checking among themselves, began to be 
alarmed. On March 17 a police investigation 
got under way. But there was little to go on 
until a man named Gerry Murphy talked. 
Ironically, what Gerry Murphy said to his 
many friends was little noticed until he, too, 
disappeared.

begin to build a picture from the puzzle. He 
had said, for example, that his m 
patient had been taken from a New York sub- 
way and placed in an ambulance. After Gerr 
himself had vanished, government investiga- 
tors identified the ambulance that had been 
used in the job. 

Gerry was not the kind to get mixed up with 
trouble. His record was that of a fine young 
man—honest, sober, and a dutiful son. No 
one who knew or worked with him before his 
involvement in the Galindez case has had a 
bad word to say. One thing was denied him 
—good eyesight—and he had but one weak- 
ness, a consuming desire to fly. Born in Minot, 
N.D. in July 1933, Gerry moved with his 
family to Eugene, Ore. He filled his room with 
airplane books and models and spent every 
sparé moment working for flying lessons. He 
soloed at 16, and at 23 had earned a commercial 


license with instrument, instructor and me- 
chanic ratings. He tried to get into the Air 
Force and the airlines, but his eyesight kept 
him out of the bigtime. He worked as a flight 
instructor and aeronautical draftsman, flying 
as much as he could on the side. In November 
1955 he took a job as draftsman in Miami. He 
rented a room on SW 9th Street (Landlady 
“A sweet, loving boy”), pestered Riddle Air- 
lines for pilot’s job (Chief Pilot: "A very nice 
kid”) and began flying occasional charter jobs 
for Tom Guthrie's air taxi service (Guthrie: 
“We thought of him as a son”). About that 
time Gerry said he made a new friend, Arturo 
Espaillat, New York consul general for the 
Dominican Republic. Then things began to 
change. In early March Gerry told Guthrie he 
had a good charter proposition and was go- 
ing to take it. He went up to Linden, NJ. 
to rent a twin-engine Beechcraft for the job.

TV shells out nearly half a million dollars as quiz craze hits peak 


Last week the quiz show craze spread over the 
TV channels like the prize money showering 
on the shows’ contestants. In seven days near- 
ly $500,000 was paid out, or pledged against re- 
appearances, to an assortment of men, women, 
children and dogs as advertiser tried to outbid 
advertiser for an audience. As a result it has be- 
come difficult to get out of quiz show range at 
any hour of the day. Not counting the innu- 
merable local shows there are now 21 question- 
and-answer contests on the three big networks 
—and seven of them are in action five days a 
week. On NBC, for instance, commencing at 
11 a.m. four one-half-hour quizzes follow one 
another. On Tuesday night there is only one 


hour in the period between 7:30 and 11 p.m. 
when the viewer need be out of sight or hear- 
ing of someone asking or answering a question 
—and being paid amply for doing so. 

In contrast to the impressive erudition of 
Columbia University Instructor Charles Van 
Doren and 11-year-old stock market statistician 
Leonard Ross, TV added a lucrative contest for 
talking dogs. The canines which could get out 
bi-syllabic words intelligibly on the early morn- 
ing dog-talent search won $500 a word, with a 
$20,000 limit on canine loquacity. The 4-year- 
old terrier (right, above) was the week's big 
winner there as he convinced the show’s board 
of human judges that he was really speaking.

DULLES’ THORNY PATH 


BROTHERHOOD OF SCIENCE 


‘This being World Brotherhood Week, we call 
attention to one of the world’s greatest prac- 
ticing brotherhoods: that of scientists. They 
draw no barrier of race, background or reli- 
gion in recognizing one another's achievements 
and learning from each other. 
nsider the unusual proportion of “for- 
ounding” names among leading U.S. sei- 
Why is this? Partly, of course, because 
many of them were fugitives from the tyran- 
ies of the Hitler era, The U.S. gave haven to 
brilliant men like Einstein, Teller, Fermi, 
lard, John von Neumann (see p. 89) and many 
others who were indispensable, as it turned 
out, in enabling us to beat Adolf Hitler to the 
atomic bomb, The fate of freedom hinged upon 
this brotherhood of science. 

Only last month, nuclear physicists at 
lumbia broke through the phony barrier of 
the “parity” concept; three of these pioneers 
had Chinese names. Such cases do not prove 
that Asians or Central Europeans inherit bet- 
ter scientific brains than Anglo-Saxons. Far 
from it. Thi her testimony to the prae- 
tical value of the comparative color-blindness 
of science. 

The absence of prejudice in a scientific ca- 
reer often attracts the best of those who might 
elsewhere be handicapped. Thus, a Japanese- 
American entering the University of California 
may fear that he would not be welcomed in 
banking, insurance or real estate, but he knows 
that if he does well in seience he can get a 
good job and if he does very well he will be hon- 
ored as highly as if he were descended from a 
dozen Pilgrim fathers. A good piece of scie 
tific work will get the same approval whether it 
is done by a proper Bostonian or by a Bessara- 
bian orphan brought up in an East 
hattan slum, If done by a Melanesian or a Negro 
it might even get extra approval, for scien- 
tists almost to a man are furious enemies of 
racism of any kind. 

The fruits of this total freedom in science 
have been very great. Outside the atomic field 
ithas produced the revolutionary technological 
advances which are at the root of our present 
prosperity. True brotherhood contributes to 
sound morals and good business. Other pro- 
fessions please copy.

The Democrats, as Senator Aiken told John 
Foster Dulles, have been making “a concert- 
ed effort to destroy you politically and per- 
sonally.” The Secretary of State has been 
almost the sole preoccupation of the 85th 
Congress since it was sworn in. He has tak- 
en over the role played by Richard Nixon 
during last year’s campaign, that of scape- 
goat, whipping boy and lightning rod for at- 
tacks that are really meant for the Republi- 
can party and the President. 

The get-Dulles operation is concurrent but 
not identical with a more reasoned uneasi- 
ness about U.S. foreign policy since Suez. 
And both come at a time when Dulles is 
engaged in a major operation of his own: 
the attempt to reach some kind of workable 
settlement in the crisis-ridden Middle East. 
A lesser man might find this combination 
of work and warfare, of egg-treading and 
hatchet-dodging, intolerable. Dulles hasn” 

The President is spending half his work- 
ing time on the Middle East. Dulles is up to 
ears in it. His whole place in history, and 
its verdict on his policies (which he believes 
have been “honorable and sound”) will be 
chiefly determined by whether his current 
diplomatic operation suce: So 
will many vital interests of the U.S. If Dul- 
les succeeds, the f he fails, the 
U.S. loses.

On one level he must give the U.S. a more 
solid diplomatic stake in the area than it 
has had—and the area a more solid stake 
in U.S. policy. That is the purpose of the 
senhower Doctrine” resolution. On an- 
other level he must handle a host of deli- 
cate negotiations to complete the withdraw- 
als from Egypt, the clearing of the canal, a 
new treaty on its supervision, an enforceable 
Arab-Israeli armistice, a resettlement of the 
refugees of 47~48 and a general expectation 
of improved living conditions. The hardest 
of these problems are still unsolved. But 
what lies behind indicates that what is ahead 
is not altogether impossible. 

From his grilling by Congress on the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, Dulles emerged ver- 
bally bloodied but with the doctrine sub- 
stantially intact. The Senate Committee's 
Mansfield amendment, by removing some 


more or less genuine doubts about constitu- 
tionality, has strengthened the resolution’s 
chances of easy passage on the floor. Skill- 
fully used, this resolution will enable Amer- 
ican influence to offset Soviet influence 
throughout the Mideast. Pessimists tell us 
that Communism has already established 
itself as a permanent power there. The vac- 
uum, glooms Professor Hans Morgenthau, 
“thas already been filled, by [our] enemies.” 
In actual fact, Communism has seriously in- 
filtrated only two countries, Syria and Egypt, 
and has only as much future thereabouts as 
our diplomacy allows it. The Eisenhower 
Doctrine expresses our intention to allow it 
little or none. 


On the other level, the attempt to liquidate 
the Suez war, the headlines give the impres- 
sion that Dulles has been staggering from 
one subcrisis to another. In fact, he has fol- 
lowed a pretty straight line, and not without 
success. The subcrises of November and 
December, which seemed so hopeless at the 
time, have at least given place to new ones. 
Shepilov’s threat of Russian “volunteer 
was soon withdrawn (so last week wa: 
lov). The prediction that the canal would 
not be cleared for a year proved false; it is 
almost cleared now. The Israeli refusal to 
quit the Sinai peninsula has been whittled 
back to Gaza and Aqaba. The Syrian govern- 
ment has stopped threatening Iraq. A U.N. 
police force is extending its jurisdiction. The 
Baghdad Pact nations have been strength- 
ened by U.S. support, and King Saud’s sue- 
visit here has added a new spok 
man for the honesty of U.S. intentions. 

The gravest charge against Dulles is that 
he permitted what Senator Fulbright calls 
“the disastrous and remarkable collapse of 
our relations with our closest allies.” He is 
even charged with making a diplomatic rev 
olution and aligning the U.S. permanently 
with the Afro-Asian bloe against Western 
Europe. This last is nonsense. Our relations 
with Western Europe have changed, but not 
for the worse in the long pull. The President 
is huddling with Premier Mollet next week 
and Prime Minister Macmillan next month. 
In these sessions our allies will meet, for the 
first time, a U.S. government that has thor- 
oughly (if belatedly) involved itself in the 
future of the Mideast, an area on which 
Western Europe utterly depends. Obviously 
our involvement cannot succeed unless it is 
coordinated with British and French policies. 
‘The basis is being laid for a stronger and 
sounder relationship, a unified Western pol- 
icy which is also a U.S. and a U.N. policy, 
and which offers the best hope for tranquil- 
lity the Mideast has known for years. 

A thousand obstacles—from Israeli in- 
transigence to Nasser’s superheated mobs— 
bestrew Dulles’ path. It is a poor time for 
Americans to add to them by playing party 
politics against their Secretary of State.

Mr. D'Amato, 49 and hugely articulate on his favor- 
ite subject of prizefighting, has parlayed his brand of 


do-it-yourself psychology and the fists of 22-year- 
old Floyd Patterson into a heavyweight champion- 
ship of the world. Cus also earned a reputation that 
varies from “great educator”—Patterson’s school di- 
rector called him that—to his own assessment: ‘I’m 
looked on as somewhat peculiar among managers— 
some even go beyond that and say I’m crazy.” 
D*‘Amato, who was born in the Bronx, is interested 
solely in boxing, having left it only once in his lif 
time—for wartime service. A bachelor, he runs a gym 
on 14th Street in Manhattan, free to any’youth who 
will walk the two flights to its run-down arena. The 
sym is kept up by friends’ donations, for it has run 
D'Amato $22,000 in debt and even his managerial 
share of Patterson’s winnings is unlikely to keep the 
philanthropic D'Amato solvent. In it Cus dispenses 
advice to his youngsters. Most of them come from 
environments where the worst crime is to be called 
“yellow,” and D’Amato’s advice seems unorthodox.

A brigantine in the South Seas 


encounters beauty and dangers, 


seeking to answer an old riddle 


OT many men today ever see the splendid and solemn dancing 

of the Santa Cruz islanders, or run before the trade winds with 
all sails set, or taste the easeful life of a South Seas island, or seek 
in far-off places an answer to a mystery. Yet to men tethered to civil- 
ization these romantic experiences have long been the rich symbols 
of adventure. One soft night last June, sails swelling to a north- 
easterly breeze, the brigantine Varua cleared the barrier reef off 
the Tahitian harbor of Papeete and set out on a voyage to bestir 
the fancy and envy of anyone who can still dream. 

The skipper of Varua was a man who had left the life of a New 
England shipyard owner to go to Tahiti. William Albert Robinson 
and his white-hulled Varua had bucked Atlantic gale and Pacific 
storm. Now he was sailing on a quest that would take him through 
six months, 9,000 ocean miles and dozens of tropic islands. He was 
out to find clues to the ocean route by which the ancient Polyne- 
sians migrated from the Asian mainland to their present homes on 
central Pacific islands like Tahiti. Robinson speculated that they 
had worked their way along the smaller islands of New Guinea, the 
Solomons and New Hebrides. Sponsored by the Peabody Museum 
of Salem, Mass., he hoped through medical research among the 
natives to find proof of their Polynesian ancestry. 

Between Tahiti and Varua’s destination, Bangkok, lay the perils 
of tropic storm and uncharted reef. With Robinson on the ship 
were a distinguished doctor, David Bonnet, two crewmen, the three 
Robinson children and their nurse, a stewardess, and Lire Photog- 
rapher Eliot Elisofon, whose pictures of Varua’s voyage become 
the first in a new Lire series on great adventures of the present day.

SCIENTIFIC FINDINGS 
ON THE TRIP 


The main scientific purpose of Varua’s long 
trip was to find out what type of a disease 
called filariasis exists on the islands Varua 
visited. One form of filariasis is found al- 
most exclusively in regions inhabited by 
Polynesian people and, reportedly, in cer- 
tain parts of Indochina where the tribal 
language closely resembles Polynesian. By 
taking blood samples from the natives, Dr. 
Bonnet (right) hoped to discover whether 
those islanders on Varua’s route who lin- 
guistically seem to be Polynesians also 
have this peculiar type of filariasis. 

Because many primitive people consider 
blood virtually sacred, Bonnet never was 
sure whether he would be welcomed or 
shunned when he asked for blood samples. 
To help on Santa Cruz, where strong tradition might make trouble 
for him, he carried a letter of introduction from an acting district 
officer, written in pidgin English. 


BONNET works in his 
shipboard laboratory. 


“To Headman Sala,Venga Village, Santa Cruz: 

These men who come along sail ship wish to look along altogether 
boy for look him what make him boy sick too much. One man he 
Doctor and he want you to let him take little bit blood along any sick 
boy ... because he want to look if any fever or any sickness he stop 
along boy. He want to do this eight times one day. Government say we 
must all help these men because these men all want help boys too 
much. I will be happy too much if you will help them to find out 
about all this sickness along these islands. . . . 

Your friend, L. W. Filewood” 


When this was read to Headman Sala, he offered his own blood 
and that of his villagers and even looked into Bonnet’s microscope. 

Though not yet completed, Bonnet’s research indicates that on the 
whole the so-called ‘Polynesian type” of filariasis exists on the chain 
of islands the expedition studied, a clue to the possible ancient ties 
between Polynesia and southeast Asia. 

Other clues were found in the artifacts collected for the Peabody 
Museum by Photographer Eliot Elisofon. On Tikopia, Sikaiana and 
Ontong Java, Elisofon found fishhooks fashioned from mother-of- 
pearl in a Polynesian manner. Huge adzes on the Reef Islands are 
made in Polynesian style from the shell of the giant clam. Tikopians 
use Polynesian-type three-legged “stools” and boat-shaped bowls. 

Varua’s skipper, William Albert Robinson, who is also an author 
(10,000 Leagues over the Sea and To the Great Southern Sea), started a 
new book about the journey when he arrived in Bangkok. From there, 
as a supplement to the voyage, he plans to sail upriver in Indochina, 
where, according to his views, the Polynesians may have originated. 


JOURNEY’S END finds Varua anchored opposite the pinnacles 
of Wat Arun temple in Bangkok after a monsoon-tossed crossing 
of the South China Sea which brought the 9,000-mile voyage to a stormy end.

WAS A PRODIGIOUS SERVANT OF SCIENCE AND HIS COUNTRY

HE world lost one of its greatest scientists when Professor John 

von Neumann, died this month of cancer in Washington, 
D.C. His death, like his life’s work, passed almost unnoticed by th 
public. But scientists throughout the free world regarded it as a tragic 
loss. They knew that Von Neumann's brilliant mind had not only 
advanced his own special field, pure mathematics, but had also helped 
put the West in an immeasurably stronger position in the nuclear 
arms race. Before he was 30 he had established himself as one of the 
world’s foremost mathematicians. In World War IT he was the princi- 
pal discoverer of the implosion method, the secret of the atomic bomb. 
The government officials and 
scientists who attended the re- 
quiem mass at the Walter Reed 
Hospital chapel last week were 
there not merely in recognition 
of his vast contributions to sci- 
ence, but also to pay personal 
tribute to a warm and delightful 
personality and a selfless servant 
of his country. 
For more than a year Von Neu- 
mann had known he was going to 
die. But until the illness was far 
advanced he continued to devote 
himself to serving the govern- 
ment as a member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, to which he 
was appointed in 1954. A tele- 
phone by his bed connected di- 
rectly with his AEC office.

Edward Teller, once said with wry humor that Von Neumann was 
“one of those rare mathematicians who could descend to the level 
of the physicist.” Many theoretical physicists admit that they 
learned more from Von Neumann in methods of scientific think- 
ing than from any of their colleagues. Hans Bethe, who was direc- 
tor of the theoretical physics division at Los Alamos, says, “I 
have sometimes wondered whether a brain like Von Neumann’s 
does not indicate a species superior to that of man.” 

The foremost authority on computing machines in the U.S., 
Von Neumann was more than anyone else responsible for the 
increased use of electronic “brains” in government and industry. 
The machine he called MANIAC (mathematical analyzer, numeri- 
cal integrator and computer), which he built at the Institute for 
Advanced Study in Princeton, N.J., 
was the prototype for most of the ad- 
vanced calculating machines now in 
use. Another machine, NORC, which 
he built for the Navy, can deliver a 
full day’s weather prediction in a few 
minutes. The principal adviser to the 
U.S. Air Force on nuclear weapons, 

Von Neumann was the most influential 3 
scientific force behind the U.S. decision F 

to embark on accelerated production 

of intercontinental alli issiles. 

His “theory of games,” outlined in a 

book which he published in 1944 in col- IN TEENS Von Neumann 
laboration with Economist Oskar Mor- was a student in Budapest, 
genstern, opened up an entirely new 

branch of mathematics. Analyzing the mathematical probabilities 
behind games of chance, Yon Neumann went on to formulate a 
mathematical approach to such widespread fields as economics, 
sociology and even military strate His contributions to the 
quantum theory, the theory which explains the emission and 
absorption of energy in atoms and the one on which all atomic 
and nuclear physics are based, were set forth in a work entitled 
Mathematical Foundations of Quantum Mechanics which he wrote 
at the age of 23. It is today one of the cornerstones of this highly 
1 branch of mathematical thought. 

n Neumann the road to success was a many-laned high- 
way with little traffic and no speed limit, He was born in 1903 in 
Budapest and was of the same generation of Hungarian physicists 
as Edward Teller, Leo Szilard and Eugene Wigner, all of whom 
later worked on atomic energy development for the U.S. 

The eldest of three sons of a well-to-do Jewish fir 
had been decorated by the Emperor Franz Josef, John von Neu- 
mann grew up in a society which placed a premium on intellectual 
achievement. At the age of 6 he was able to divide two eight-digit 
numbers in his head. By the age of 8 he had mastered college cal- 
culus and as a trick could memorize on sight a column in a tele- 
phone book and repeat back the names, addresses and numbers. 
History was only a “hobby,” but by the outbreak of World War 1, 
when he was 10, his photographie mind had absorbed most of the 
contents of the 46-volume works edited by the German historian 
Oneken and he could——and did—diseuss military and_ political 
strategy with a sophistication that startled his elders. 

Despite his obvious technical ability, as a young man Von Neu- 
mann wanted to follow his father’s financial career, but he was 
soon dissuaded. Under a kind of supertutor, a first-rank mathema- 
tician at the University of Budapest named Leopold Fejer, Von 
Neumann was steered into the academic world. At 21 he received 
two degrees—one in chemical engineering at Zurich and a Ph.D. 
in mathematics from the University of Budapest. The following 
year, 1926, as Admiral Horthy’s regime had been repres 
ing Hungarian Jews, he moved to Gottingen, Germany, then the 
mathematical center of the world. It was there that he published 
his major work on quantum mechanics. 


The young professor 


IS fame now spreading, Von Neumann at 23 qualified as a 

Privatdozent (lecturer) at the University of Berlin, one of the 
youngest in the school’s history. But the Nazis had already begun 
their march to power. In 1929 Von Neumann accepted a visiting 
lectureship at Princeton University and in 1930, at the age of 26, 
he took a job there as professor of mathematical physics—after a 
quick trip to Budapest to marry a vivacious 18-year-old named 
Mariette Kovesi. Three years later, when the Institute for Advanced 
Study was founded at Princeton, Von Neumann was appointed— 
as was Albert Einstein—to be one of its first full professors. “He

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was so young,” a member of the institute recalls, “that most peo- 
ple who saw him in the halls mistook him for a graduate student.” 
Although they worked near each other in the same buildin; 
Kinstein and Von Neumann were not intimate, and because their 
approach to scientific matters was different they never formally 
collaborated. A member of the institute who worked side by side 
with both men in the early days recalls, “Einstein's mind was slow 
and contemplative. He would think about something for years. 
Johnny's mind was just the opposite. It was lightning quick 
stunningly fast. If you gave him a problem he “either solved it 
right away or not at all. If he had to think about it a long time and 
it bored him, his interest would begin to wander. And Johnny's 
mind would not shine unless whatever he was working on had his 
undivided attention.” But the problems he did care about, such 
as his “theory of games,” absorbed him for much longer periods. 


‘Proof by eras 


RTLY because of this quicksilver quality Von Neumann was 
not an outstanding teacher to many of his students. But for 
the advanced students who ‘ould ascend to level he was inspi- 
rational. His lectures were brilliant, although at times difficult to 
follow because of his way of erasing and rewriting dozens of fe 
mulae on the blackboard. In explaining mathematical problems 
Von Neumann would write his equations hurriedly, sta at the 
top of the blackboard and working down, When he reached the 
bottom, if the problem was unfinished, he would erase the top 
equations and start down again, By the time he had done this 
two or three times most other mathematicians would find them- 
selves unable to keep track. On one such occasion a colle 
Princeton waited until Von Neumann had finished and said, “T 
see. Proof by erasure.” 

Von Neumann himself was perpetually interested in many fields 
unrelated to science. Several years ago his wife gave him a 2 
volume Cambri: History set, and she is sure he meme 
y name and fact in the b “He is a mi expert on all 
the royal family trees in Ew a friend said once.

Everybody thinks I am the world’s 
greatest expert in it and I want them to keep on thinking that.” 

Once a friend showed him an extremely complex problem and 
remarked that a certain famous mathematician had taken a whole 
week’s journey across Russia on the Trans-Siberian Railroad to 
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nt six years developing, is mathematical analyzer, 
numerical integrator and computer. It can do 2,000 multiplications a second, 
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complete it. Rushing for a train, Von Neumann took the problem 
along. Two days later the friend received an air-mail packet from 
Chicago, In it was a 50-page handwritten solution to the problem. 
Von Neumann had added a posteript: "Running time to Chicag 
15 hours, 26 minutes.” To Von Neumann this was not an expres: 
heer delight—a hole in one. 

During periods of intense intellectual concentration Von Neu- 
like most of his professional colleagues, was lost in pre- 
occupation, and the real world spun on past him. He would some: 
times interrupt a trip to put through a telephone call to find out 
why he had taken the trip in the first place 

Von Neumann believed that concentration alone was insufficient 
for solving some of the most difficult mathematical problems and 
that these are solved in the subconscious. He would often go to 
sleep with a problem unsolved, wake up in the morning and scribble 
the answer on a pad he kept on the bedside table. It was a common 

currence for him to begin scribbling with pencil and paper in the 
midst of a nightclub floor show or a lively party, “the noisier,” 
his wife says, “the better.” When his wife arranged a secluded 
study for Von Neumann on the third floor of their Princeton 
home, Von Neumann was furious. “He stormed downstairs,” says 
Mrs. von Neumann, “and demanded, ‘What are you trying to do, 
keep me away from what's going on?’ After that he did most of his 
work in the living room with my phonograph blaring.” 

His pride in his brain power made him easy prey to scientific 
jokesters. A friend once spent a week working out various steps in 
an obscure mathematical process. Accosting Von Neumann at a 
party he asked for help in solving the problem. After listening to it, 

on Neumann leaned his plump frame against a door and stared 
blankly, his mind going through the necessary calculations. At 
each step in the process the friend would quickly put in, “Well, it 
ico comes out to this, doesn’t it?” After several such interruptions

A RELUCTANT SPORTSMAN, Von Neumann scorned athleties by wear- 
ing a neat business suit on riding trip in Grand Canyon which he made in 1940.

He once emerged from a 
totally demolished car with this explanation: "I was proceeding 
down the road.

n the late 1930s Von Neumann began to receive a new type of 
itor at Princeton: the military scientist and engineer. After he 
had handled a number of jobs for the Navy in ballistics and anti- 
submarine warfare, word of his talents spread, and Army Ordnance 
began using him more and more as a consultant at its Aberdeen 
Proving Ground in Maryland. As war drew nearer this kind of work 
took up more and more of his time. 

During World War II he roved between Washington, where he 
had established a temporary residence, England, Los Alamos and 
other defense installations. When scientific groups heard Von 
Neumann was coming, they would set up all of their advanced 
mathematical problems like ducks in a shooting gallery. Then he 
would arrive and systematically topple them over. 

After the Axis had been destroyed, Von Neumann urged that the 
U.S. immediately build even more powerful atomic weapons and 
use them before the Soviets could develop nuclear weapons of their 
own. It was not an emotional crusade, Von Neumann, like others, 
had coldly reasoned that the world had grown too small to permit 
nations to conduct their affairs independently of one another. He 
held that world government was inevitable—and the sooner the 
better. But he also believed it could never be established while 
Soviet Communism dominated half of the globe. A famous Von 
Neumann observation at that time: “With the Russians it is not a 
question of whether but when.” A hard-boiled strategist. he was one 
of the few scientists to advocate preventive war, and in 1950 he was 
If you say why not bomb them tomorrow, I say why 
Tf you say today at 5 o'clock, I eay-why not 1 o'clock?”

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not the U.S. should build a hydrogen bomb, Von Neumann reduced 
the argument to: “It is not a question of whether we build it or not, 
but when do we start calculating?” While the H-bomb controversy 
raged, Von Neumann slipped quietly out to Los Alamos, took a 
desk and began work on the first mathematical steps toward build- 
ing the weapon, specifically deciding which computations would be 
fed to which electronic computers. 

Von Neumann’s principal interest in the postwar years was elec- 
tronic computing machines, and his advice on computers was in 
demand almost everywhere. One day he was urgently summoned to 
the offices of the Rand Corporation, a government-sponsored 
entific research organization in Santa Monica, Calif. Rand s 
had come up with a problem so complex that the electronic com- 
puters then in existence seemingly could not handle it. The sciet 
tists wanted Von Neumann to invent a new kind of compute! 
listening to the scientists expound, Von Neumann broke i 
gentlemen, suppose you tell me exactly what the problem i 

For the next two hours the men at Rand lectured, seribble« 
blackboards, and brought charts and tables back and forth. Von 
Neumann sat with his head buried in his hands. When the presenta- 
tion was completed, he scribbled on a pad, stared so blankly that a 
Rand scientist later said he looked as if “his mind had slipped his 
face out of gear,” then said, “Gentlemen, you do not need the 
computer. I have the answer.” 

While the scientists sat in stunned silence, Von Neumann reeled 
off the various steps which would provide the solution to the prob- 
lem. Having risen to this routine challenge, Von Neumann followed 
up with a routine suggestion: “Let's go to lunch.” 

In 1954, when U.S. development of the intercontinental ballistic 
missile was dangerously bogged down, study groups under Von 
Neumann’s direction began paving the way for solution of the most 
baffling problems: guidance, miniaturization of components, heat 
resistance. In less than a year Von Neumann put his 0.K. on the 
project—but not until he had completed a relentless investigation 
in his own dazzlingly fast style. One day, during an ICBM meeting 
on the West Coast, a physicist employed by an aircraft company 
approached Von Neumann with a detailed plan for one phase of 
the project. It consisted of a tome several hundred pages long on 
which the physicist had worked for eight months. Von Neumann 
took the book and flipped through the first several pages. Then he 
turned it over and began reading from back to front. He jotted down

After two 
months of re-evaluation, he came to the same canld ‘ion. 

In October 1954 Eisenhower appointed Von Neumann to the 
Atomic Energy Commission. Von Neumann accepted, although the 
Air Force and the senators who confirmed him insisted that he 
retain his chairmanship of the Air Force ballistic missile panel. 

Von Neumann had been on the new job only six months when 
the pain first struck in the left shoulder. After two examinations, 
the physicians at Bethesda Naval Hospital suspected cancer. Within 
a month Von Neumann was wheeled into surgery at the New Eng- 
land Deaconess Hospital in Boston. A leading pathologist, Dr. 
Shields Warren, examined the biopsy tissue and confirmed that 
the pain was a secondary cancer. Doctors began to race to discover 
the primary location. Several weeks later they found it in the pros- 
tate. Von Neumann, they agreed, did not have long to live. 

When he heard the news Von Neumann called for Dr. Warren. 
He asked, “Now that this thing has come, how shall I spend the 
remainder of my life?” 

“Well, Johnny,” Warren said, “I would stay with the commis- 
sion as long as you feel up to it. But at the same time I would say 
that if you have any important scientific papers—anything further 
scientifically to say—I would get started on it right away.” 

Von Neumann returned to Washington and resumed his busy 
schedule at the Atomic Energy Commission. To those who asked 
about his arm, which was in a sling, he muttered something about 
a broken collarbone. He continued to preside over the ballistic 
missile committee, and to receive an unending stream of visitors 
from Los Alamos, Livermore, the Rand Corporation, Princeton. 
Most of these men knew that Von Neumann was dying of cancer, 
but the subject was never mentioned. 


Machines creating new machines 


FTER the last visitor had departed Von Neumann would re- 
tire to his second-floor study to work on the paper which he 
knew would be his last contribution to science. It was an attempt 
to formulate a concept shedding new light on the workings of the 
human brain. He believed that if such a concept could be stated 
with certainty, it would also be applicable to electronic comput- 
ers and would permit man to make a major step forward in using 
these “automata.” In principle, he reasoned, there was no reason 
why some day a machine might not be built which not only could 
perform most of the functions of the human brain but could 
actually reproduce itself, i.e., create more supermachines like it. 
He proposed to present this paper at Yale, where he had been 
invited to give the 1956 Silliman Lectures.

awarded Yeshiva University’s first Einstein prize. Ina special 
White House ceremony President Eisenhower presented him with 
the Medal of Freedom. In April the AEC gave him the Enrico 
Fermi award for his contribution to the theory and design of com- 
puting machines, accompanied by a $50,000 tax-free grant. 

Although born of Jewish parents, Von Neumann had never 
practised Judaism. After his arrival in the U.S. he had been bap- 
tized a Roman Catholic. But his divorce from Mariette had put him 
beyond the sacraments of the Catholic Church for almost 19 years. 
Now he felt an urge to return. One morning he said to Klara, “I 
want to see a priest.” He added, “But he will have to be a special 
kind of priest, one that will be intellectually compatible.” Ar- 
rangements were made for special instruction to be given by a 
Catholic scholar from Washington, After a few weeks Von Neumann. 
began once again to receive the sacraments.

The great 


IOWARD the end of May the seizures of melancholy began to 

oceurmore frequently. In June the doctors finally announced— 
though not to Von Neumann himself—that the cancer had begun 
to spread. The great mind began to falter. “At times he would dis- 
cuss history, mathematics, or automata, and he could recall word 
for word conversations we had had 20 years ago,” a friend 5 
“At other times he would scarcely recognize me.” His family— 
Klara, two brothers, his mother and daughter Marina—drew close 
around him and arranged a schedule so that one of them would 
always be on hand. Visitors were more carefully screened. Drugs 
fortunately prevented Von Neumann from experiencing pain. Now 
and then his old gifts of memory were again revealed. One day in 
the fall his brother Mike read Goethe’s Faust to him in German. 
Each time Mike paused to turn the page, Von Neumann recited 
from memory the first few lines of the following page. 

One of his favorite companions was his mother Margaret von 
Neumann, 76 years old. In July the family in turn became con- 
cerned about her health, and it was suggested that she go to a 
hospital for a checkup. Two weeks later she died of cancer. “Tt 
was unbelievable,” a friend says. “She kept on going right up to 
the very end and never let anyone know a thing. How she must 
have suffered to make her son’s last days less worrisome.” Lest 
the news shock Von Neumann fatally, elaborate precautions were 
taken to keep it from him. When he guessed the truth, he suffered 
a severe setback. 

Von Neumann’s body, which he had never given much thought 
to, went on serving him much longer than did his mind. Last sum- 
mer the doctors had given him only three or four weeks to live. 
Months later, in October, his passing was again expected momen- 
tarily. But not until this month did his body give up. It was 
characteristic of the impatient, witty and incalculably brilliant 
John von Neumann that although he went on working for others 
until he could do no more, his own treatise on the workings of 
the brain—the work he thought would be his crowning achieve- 
ment in his own name—vwas left unfinished. 


HIGH HONOR was paid Von Neumann at White House a year ago when, 
ina wheelchair, he received Medal of Freedom from President Eisenhower. 
Citation said Von Neumann had “materially increased the scientific progress 
of this country in the armaments field.” It was his last public appearance,

TEACHING WITH TV 


Revolutionary technique, whose use is growing, may relieve U.S. school crisis 


At a small but growing number of schools scattered around the U.S. 
a new educational technique is sending down its first roots. The 
technique is teaching by television and, if it lives up to its promise, 
it will revolutionize teaching as nothing else has since the U.S. public 
schools were established. Its sponsors believe it provides the best hope 
of alleviating the critical teacher shortages and of raising the quality 
of teaching in the U.S. 

Seven years ago televised teaching hardly existed. Today it has 
been admitted experimentally into the regular curriculums of at least 
a dozen school systems and 18 colleges and universities. Televised 


instruction is piped into classrooms through closed TV circuits. It is 
broadcast over educational and commercial television stations. Most 
institutions are limiting television to one or two subjects, cautiously 
comparing results by TV with those from traditional teaching meth- 
ods in standard classrooms. In spite of the controversy over the possi- 
ble dangers in televised teaching (pp. 130-132), the results are so en- 
couraging that the schools which are using it, in one form or another, 
are doubling each year the time they allot to TV instruction. And 
in one school system in Washington County, Md. (above) all 12 
grades will soon be getting part of their education from the TV screen.

Most of the progress televised teaching has made so far has been 
brought about by the efforts of private foundations like the Fund for 
the Advancement of Education headed by Dr. Clarence Faust, The 
Fund, established by the Ford Foundation, has invested more than 
$2.5 million in classroom TV since 1953. 

But even though this form of educational TV looks like a godsend to 
overworked teachers, it has had to fight members of the teaching pro- 
fession for every inch of recognition it has received. And there is some 
opposition to classroom TV from parents 
who, having watched their offspring lap- 
ping up the pap of many commercial 
television programs at home, are reluc- 
tant to expose them to more TV at school. 

Some of the teachers” objections stem 
from professional self-interest. Many are 
worried that the new medium may re- 
place conventional teaching altogether. 
In time youngsters may be responding 
uniformly to the selfsame flickering im- 
age from coast to coast. If this happens, 
teachers may eventually be degraded to 
the status of monitors and test-paper 
correctors. 

Even some expert teachers who are 
chosen to teach on TV are concerned. 
Once their efforts have been recorded on 
film and become available as canned instruction in schools, their per= 
sonal usefulness might be at an end. To circumvent this, the TV 
teachers in Chicago (pp. 126, 127) insist that their lectures be tele- 
vised only twice, once when they give it and once on kinescope. 

Some objecting educators think TV would be too expensive, that 
it would cost millions to install closed TV circuits in schools. But 
their deepest doubt about t is that it can never replace the 
presence of a teacher in the classroom. Learning is a give-and-take 
between teacher and student. It is an active process. Television is all 
take and no give. It is a passive, unchallenging process in which 
students are all too liable to sit gaping at their screens in silence for 
hours on end.

Last summer at its 
40th annual convention the federation 
unanimously resolved that TV, however 
promising as an audio-visual aid, must 
not become the core of the curriculum: 
"We are unalterably opposed to mass ed- 
ucation by television as a substitute for 
professional classroom techniques.” 

In reply to these objections, cham- 
pions of televised teaching claim that 
teachers who back away from TV are 
simply not willing to face the realities 
of the present educational crisis. There 
is no danger that TV will throw them out of their jobs. Teachers will 
always be needed in classrooms to discuss and elucidate the programs 
their pupils see on TV. It is the shortage of teachers, say TV support- 
ers, that makes imperative the need for a radical change from conyen- 
tional teaching methods. Otherwise, to meet the coming crush of en- 
rollment, the U.S. is going to have to dig up half a million more school 
and college teachers by 1965. No one imagines for an instant that any 
magic will make this host materialize, especially in a profession which

TV in classrooms, its proponents believe, is the only promising 
large-scale attack on the problem. It is not prohibitively expensive: it 
costs between five and twenty thousand dollars to install a closed 
circuit in a single school. A recent survey shows that nationwide TV 
setups, even at this early stage of development, would take the place 
of 100,000 extra teaching jobs—a saving of $500 million in salaries 
alone. 

As for TV's effectiveness in teaching, in the school systems and 
colleges which use it, teachers and students are enthusiastic about the 
results they are getting with the new medium. At Pittsburgh and 
St. Louis, where TV-taught pupils were scientifically measured against 
pupils taught conventionally, the TV groups learned all subjects as 
well and several subjects even better than the others. Neither at 
elementary, secondary or college levels is there an indication so far 
that TV interferes with the learning process. 

Because class d n is an integral part of TV education, there 
is no basis for branding it as a passive kind of learning. New develop- 
ments are making educational TV more active. In a closed system at 
Evanston, Ill.
